THE TYVO-THlBiJS BULK. 


The requirement of 
a two-thirds 


vote to nominate haa been the rule of 
every Democratic National Convention 
aa far back as 1823 when it was first 
established. At times attempts have 
been made to abrogate it, always in 
the interest of some particular candid- 
ate, but such attempts have never been 
attended with success. The JODENAL 
has not heard from any Democratic 
Bonrce of any intention to set aside the 
the rala in 1900. The Obicugo Record, 
however, aaya there is talk of changing 
it at the next National Convention, 
but the reason it gives by no means 
verifies the statement. 
It intimates 


that it ia in the interest of Wm. J. 
Bryan, "whose fate," the Record says, 
"may depend upon the abrogation of 
that role." Continuing, that paper re- 
marks: "Mr. Bryan's admirers expect 
to have a majority of the next national 
convention, but they may not have 
two-thirds of the delegates. In That 
event, they can frame the platform to 
suit themselves, but under the two- 
thirds rule they might not be able to 
nominate toe Nebraskan for Presi- 
dent." 


If any Democrat in the United States 


is interested in the continuance of the 
two-thirds rule it is Wm, Jennings 
Bryan of Nebraska, and the state- 
tnent 
that 
his 
supporters 
have 


any 
intention 
to 
abrogate 
it 
is 


the veriest stuff, rot and nonsense. 
Mr. Bryan is as sure of a two-thirds 
majority in the national convention, as 
anything in the future can possibly be, 
and hia friends would be the lust to 
Bet aside a precedent of such long 
standing. They would be far more 
likely te extend the rule to the fram- 
ing of the platform than abridge it in 
the matter of nominations. Mr. Bryan 
will go into the convention to well 
fortified with votes to necessitate the 
weakening of himself with his party 
at the polla by destroying one of its 
most cherished traditions and 
one 


which cannot be departing from with- 
out arousing most serious opposition. 
The "talk," if there be any, dose not 
oome from Mr. Bryan's friends, but 
from those who would by such rumors 
create the erroneous impression that 
Mr. Bryan and his supporters are 
doubtful 
of 
his 
having 
sufficient 


strength in the national convention to 
secure his nomination in accordance 
with the time homored usage of his 
party. 


The purpose of the two-thirds rule 


was to enable the party to go before 
the people with as few factional ani- 
mosities aa possible. It was deemed 
the part of prudence to prevent the 
nomination of a factional leader hold- 
ing the support of a innjority nf the 
Convention, bat bitterly opposed by a 
minority, so formidable as to control 
more than one-third of the delegates. 
This reason is as strony and potent 
now as it wes more than three-quarters 
Of a century ago, when the rule was 
first adopted, and there is less reason 
for its abrogation in connection with 
Mr. Bryan's candidacy than with that 
of any candidate whose name was ever 
presented before a Democratic Con- 
ventlon.

Should be Remedied.

The questions were considered fair, 


though in some branches rather long 
end tedious for the time in which they 
were required to be done. Some slight 
errors in question were noted, in spell- 
ing, the word "contant" was given 
though-not found in Webster; in al- 
gebra, a problem waa given ia which 
an exponant was wrong; part of the 
questions were repeated in other ques- 
tion!', etc, all of which may have been 
typographical error?. 


A most serious error, however, is en 


the new certificates', printed sometime 
last year, serious becanse it is likely 
to mislead Examination Boards. In 
the summary of points required for 
certificates, the totals were all wrong 
on the blanks, an error of fifty appear- 
ing on the primary, of 90 on the gram- 
mar and of 15 on the high school cer- 
tificate. These totals, if used by the 
examiners, would lend to damaging 
errors in the required percentage of 
applicants. New certificates 
blanks 


should be prepared with the above 
errors eliminated.
